One hardly knows where to start in reporting this gathering of UFO.workers from 
around Australia, for it was beset with many difficulties in our path even when 
we first negan our planning of the speakers. 

The first setback was the sudden untimely death of Dr Miran Lindtner of.U.F.O.I.C 
Sydney, who was to have been one the main speakers. 

Whilst we were getting over the shock of the loss of this fine worker, our ar¬ 
rangements with Capt. Bruce Cathie, broke down suddenly, by his relaying to his 
publishers through whom our own arrangsmen ts fcr his lecture tour of Australia 
was being planned. " that he couidnot come because his life had been threatened" 
This statement caused as mtfch a shock to his publishers as it was to us. 

This was number two off the list of those sope-cied. 

Then/when we had got fully under way with other speakers, and on the eve of the 
Convention, came th news from Mr H. Sloane. by telegram that they had to discon 
tinue their journey although they were half way to Adelaide from Balarat . 

Mrs Sloane v/e found later had been taken ill, and necessitated their return. 

Mr Soane was the rpime mover of the Convention being held, and such was a loss 
and shock to us. but to make matters worse he was bringing with him photos and 
slides for viewing at the Convention of an object taken near the moon by an ast 
ronomer of the Bllarat Observatory. and which since has caused quite a stir. 

But Mr Sloane sent them on by train and a telegram to pick them up at the Rail 
way Dept delivery. We called there every day right tup to the Monday, but were 
told there was nothing there for us. ( We got them delivered on the following 
Tuesady afternoon and the cartnote stated they had been recived at the Adelaide 
Station on theThursday night. ) 

Mrs W. Lane who was to have shown some movie films of UFOs on the eve of her 
departure from Sydney, sprained her ankle just before leaving for the plane 
hence no films. 

We make no comment on these mishaps, mor than state that they were indeed a 
series of strange co-incidences.and not as the paper said I said a hoodoo. 

The outcome of the Convention was in all a success aven if not as successful 
as we might havejl’esired. It well could be called a Convention of Contrasts 
for there were so many their who were of different approaches, from the purely 
scientific minded ones to those who dealt with tho metaphysical. 

One of the speakers expressed his regret that it all had not been scientific 
at which I was omaaed. for one can hardly go to any type of Convention and not 
find a mixture of opinions , and certainly could not expect all to be in 
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agreement with ones own views on such a subject as UFOs which spans a wide 
field of research * 

Our plea has always been an open minded approach and vs re stick to this.No matter • 
what ones views are one does not necessarily have to accept, but he must concede 
the right to allow the other fellow his opinions. 

We had a good sprinkling cf delegates from all States, and the only State not 
actually represented either officially or personally, was Queensland, who had 
rpomised to send a party down but a week or so before the Convention stated that 
" unless all Groups are represebtod, particularly , the larger Groups, we feel 
we cannot he officially represented at the Convention . " 

Such an attitude amazed your Editor, for EVERY Group in Australia had be n invted 
to send delegates, and if they declined it was not because of lack of invitation 
but their own unwillingness to come the only other larger Group that could not 
come was the Victorian . who declined. Hence. Queensland attitude for the larger 
^roups was a good as saying, we are not impressed by the smaller Groups and their 
efforts for unity. - 

This brings us to the point of the purpose of the Convention . i.e. some form 
of unification of working together and shows clearly that what I have stated for 
years and even when CAg-IG was formed that there can never bo any for:'- of real 
Unity in Australi among the Groups whilst such a. spirit exists. 

It was this very attitude that caused CAPIO to be dissolved, one big group 
dominating the smaller ones, and mainly for the benefit of the one Group. 

The paper read from the Tasmanian Societies was I feel a good one for it show 
ed us clearly that if there is the will there can he unification of sightings 
and reports etc, for there with three Groups operating they exchange freely 
and w ork together harmoniously . Why not others on the mainland ? 

A resolution was passed that we strive to get all Groups to exchange information 
and especially sightings, with each other and if possible form some central body 
to act a a centre, for such . 

The place for the next Concontion was decided upon to be Canberra. A.C.T. 
and to be held in June next year on the Queens Birthday holiday week end.

ANOTHER ARTICLE BY MR. JOHN RCLFE. 

B.S.P. or PAP.YPSYCHGr.OGy , 

The Encyclopedia Brittanica defines perapschyology as a derivative of 
psychology, with special reference to those allegedly supernormal capacities 
of the huiBn organism, such as telepathy, clairvoyance, nrecognition and 
other not generally agreed on functions. 

In research conducted in EngLand since 1956 pschyologists have found that the 
size and weight of the "brain in young children is increasing. They too found 
evidence that these children are beginning to make use of the frontal lcbe of 
the brain, which in mankind has previously been donrant, as is camonly known, 
iran only uses a fraction of his brain in day to day living, the major portion 
being in a dormant state. We have all had experience with sane people whose 
brain seans 10C$ dormant'. 

Psychologists predict in all seriousness that within 25 years this dormant 
brainpower will awaken, and that mankind will be able to project and receive 
thoughts and pictures in the same way as radio and television; and that we 
will possess the power of teleportation and psychokinesis and so on. 

It is a known ftect that children up to the age of 3 years possess telepathic 
ability, and after that age gradually lose it. Shiite often it v.lll be found 
that this ability definitely runs in a fhmily and is obviously being handed on 
in the genes. Perhaps this could explain how certain fbcts become known 
in seme inexplicable way; and it could well be handing cm of unconscious 
racial knowledge in the genetic code. This genetic knowledge is handed on in 
plant and aniiral life so why not in humans too? Twins have shown high telepatic 
ability; and experiments conducted in Canada with identical twins demonstrated 
thqr possessed telepathic ability in a very high degree. 

The great ma jority of conservative psychologists do not accept E.S.P. and in 
the United Stales only a snail minority are acouainted with post 1938 research; 
but this negative attitude is not found in British and continental psycholog¬ 
ists; While there is plenty of documented evidence for E.S.P., the chief 
obstacle to scientific acceptance of these findings is the almost complete 
abscence of ary believable theortical basis, as to the underlying causative 
processes. What disturbs the psychologist, is the difficulty he has in 
postulating even a general kind of scientific explanation for such a phen- 
anenon as precognitive telepathy. The problem presented by E.S.P. to psycho¬ 
logists is more metaphysical that scientific. H owever, in the United States 
there has been a marked rise in the nunber of psychologists who believe that 
E.S.P. is either an established fhet, or a likely possibility. This has 
occured since 1938. 

E.S.P. is a tern carmonly used to cover telepathy and clairvoyance; but now¬ 
adays the tern F.S.r. is used, to cover all types of paranormal phenomena. 

Ihrapsychology, the modem term for this phenomena has now almost reached the 
stage of respectability and general acceptance. The field it covers is 
extronely wide - clairvoyance, telepethay, telekinesis, teleportation, 
levitation, precognition to name a few fhcete of it. 

Orthodox science has always resisted change and ary new field of enquiry; has 
always found it hard to get recognition. These new fields must always be 
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E.S.P. or Parapsychology - Contd . P 

expressed in terns already accepted by recognised disciplines, and it is 
always assumed that ary new method fhils to oribody the scientific method of 
orthodox science. In recent years. Psychiatry, psychology aid nuclear 
physics have had to surmount these harriers before being accepted. 

In 1930, Dr. J.B. Rhine of Duke University begpn his famous card guessing 
experiments, and with a documented mass of statistical data has succeeded in 
placing this perception on a very sound basis. Active research is going on 
at the present time in America f Russia, England arri many continental countries 
on each” side of the Iron Curtain. To guote Dr. Eysenck of London University, 
"Research into this subject is going on in at least 30 universities all over 
the world, and several hundred respected scientists are engages in this 
research”. He feels that attacks on it are caused by dog®tic acadonics 
interested only in maintaining the scientific "Status quo”, which is being 
theatened by the new science of parap schology. 

When arything is not apparent to our five physical senses we do not admit its 
existence, yet down through history has cane recorded and documented instances 
of knowledge being gpined in a way other than normal. Therefore, E.S.P. is 
the semiring of knowledge beyond the scope of our normal physical senses. 
However, such knowledge is not so much beyond normal as we may think and it is 
probably our acceptance of what IS normal, that has to be widened.

While we may know quite a lot about the brain, we know very little about the 
mind, its powers and its working. Science cannot tell what the mind is, or 
even what thought, memory recall or consciousness are. In the late 19th 
century Rreod brought the new science of pschiatry into being, with his 
theories that childhood experiences and emotions played a major part in draping 
our later lives. 

Current scientific thinkers have oppressed in public the enigra arising from the 
splitting of the a tan. The atom is mostly empty space and some force anal¬ 
ogous to electricity. Matter itself is only energy vibrations. Every 
imscular movonent, nerve impulse or thou^it, results in a vibration or wave. 

We are subjected to various kinds of waves from the sun and cosrrLc rays fran 
outer space and we do not know the rate these play in our lives. We live- in 
a world surrounded by invisible forces, and pyslcshas diown that there is 
much present, that our physical senses are unable to perceive or conceive. 

For fexample, in the electro-magnetic spectrum all we can perceive is the very 
narrow band of visible light. 

Throughout the ages mary people have had the ability to produce paranormal 
phenomena by means other than through the physical senses. Mary were esteam¬ 
ed as prophets oracles or medicine men, and others were feared and. ostracised as 
witches, sorcerers or associates of the devil. 

Examination of peychic reports show a significant proportion so well witnessed 
and documented., that only the most stubborn person would refuse to recognise 
than as being beyond the normal. 

There are two main factors in all E.S.P. experiences 
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for they hove time and. space relations; but they are not material in • 
character, as they are not limited to such relations. Par example, 
recognition is not limited by time, it is a process of directly seeing the; 
future as we do the pest. 

Rev. Franklin Loehr of Princeton University, holder of a degree in Divinity, 
and an Honors Science degree in chemistry, conducted 3 year6 ago of inten¬ 
sive research, under strict laboratory control, to determine if prays* had 
ary measurable influence on plant growth., H is discoveries were, that 
prayer is a power as real as sunlight or electricity and that it is a 
material emanation. He proved that plants, when prayed over grew much 
better than the control plants which were not. 

Peter Hurkos, a Dutdman, known as the man with the radar brain, is like a 
psychic machine. According to researchers who have observed him far two 
years, his predictions far the future were 90? accurate. In one scperimsnt 
a Dutch telepathist, H any Stone, would hold up an object and b0 miles 
away Hurkos would identify it with 86& accuracy. To prove his E.S.P. 
power was not due to electromagnetic radiation, he was placed in a copper 
lined Ihraday cage which prevented electrical impulses fbcm penetrating the 
walls. In this case, tests proved him to be 99^ accurate in his predictions. 

Theordor Serios on August 13th, 1963, in a Toronto T.V. Studio, by staring 
into the lens of a camera produced pictures on photographic negatives by- 
mental means. The film and camera were obtained from fredi stock from two 
different sources, and the test performed in the studio before reputable 
witnessess. What he dees is psychokinesis. 

Most Australians are aware of the ability of our aborigines to trananit 
thoughts to others, hundreds of miles away, as they are very primitive, the 
constant struggle for airvivol has sharpened their faculties. Dr. Elkin:, 
an anthropologist of Sydney University, was surprised by his experiences with 
these natives. In ouch camp he visited in hi o researches, they not orfCy 
knew of his imminent arrival, but what he was do ing and where he bad been 
previously. Investigations had proven that this had not been done by 
physical means and the natives explained that thoughts could be trananit ted by 
the power of tho ught alone. 

The clairvoyance and divination of natives in South Africa have been confirmed 
by numerous authorities, as well as the ramrkable psychic powers of natives 
witch doctors. Most of us are familiar with the stories of flrewalkers, 
natives in various parts of the world, notably Japan, Fiji, Tahiti, India and 
Africa. These people are able to walk on fire unharmed, and no one knows 
how it is done. 

Folklore has given information of certain substances which are used to in¬ 
duce paranormal states. Vision producing substances produced a trance like 
state, and produced visions and hallucinations which were used to fbretell 
the future. 

In recent years our ov/n medical science has cane up with various hallucigen 
type drags such as L.S.D. and mescaline which give very similar effects. 
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This is "the study of pychcdelics and perapychologists are particularly - in¬ 
terested in the pychic side of these induced psychedelic revelations, iro "the 
hope that supervised testing mil open up the secrets of E.S.P. There is 
always the chance that pychic phenomena, E.S.F. and visions may he - explained 
in part by chord cal influences on the hunsn mind and bod'/ - * It is quite - 
obvious that these are very powerful and dangerous substances and diould 
only be used under the strictest supervision'by highly trained personnel. 

E.S.P. is frequently an undeveloped power which with training could produce 
highly significant phenomena-. Records of parapsychology are full of 
instances where people have tried to suppress these powers mainly because 
thy are frightened of it. Y et when given free rein, the most startling 
results have been achieved, especially in the field of clairvoyance. It is a 
talent which can be improved 1 by practice. All of us, irrespective of race 
and geographical location, possess it in some degree, though usually it is a 
latent power. v 

If you have hunches which continually come true, or if coincidences become 
routine, you are definitely sensitive to paranormal impressions. Sane, who 
have this power can only produce it in certain moods - relaxed or half asleep 
or when stimulated by a critical situation* or shock. 

Ereud has said that telepathy may have been the original prehistoric means by 
which individuals understood each other. 

It is a strange fact that all books on E.S.P. seam to gravitate eventually to- 
speculation on life of the mind after bodily death; and caiminication with 
minds that have passed over ihe barrier* Modem science has not yet applied 
its methods to the problem of whether or not man* s personality involves ary 
element which can survive bodily death. 

vvhile belief or not in this is a highly personal matter, E.S.P. MAY be the 
alternative to ccnxTunication with a hereafter. If mediums do not receive 
their information from a spirit world, then their information must come from 
some other supernormal E.S.P. source. 

Research at Duke University into mediirmistic data shaved that spirit contacts, 
apparently cairnuniou ting through a median, were drariRtic creations of the 
mediums own subconscious mind, making use of information picked up by E.S.P. 
means. 

E.S.P. is not supernatural, magical or involving diabolical agencies, although 
it is byond what we accept as normal at present; but it IS subject to 
established natural laws. 

Nowadays, pychologists and pychiatrists have discarded the Freudian theory 
that phophetic dreams are merely wish fulfilments, and .are studying these 
dreams reported by patients, to find such dreams not only puzzling, but 
convincing and enlightening., Thy also state that, when in dreams a person 
has a vivid picture of a place or event so much so that one rays it was so 
clear and vivid I could almost believe I was there, then that person actually 
was there, in the subconscious state. Evidence is mounting that the body 
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; does have an astral state; and strange as it nay seam, these are the opinions 
of orthodox scientists, not the members of seme esteric accult society* 

In our own tines, we have seen ancient dreams of the nagical become technical 
realities. We can disbelieve the major part of reported prophetic claims, but 
to be honest, we cannot disbelieve all of it. There is too much evidence, 
following patterns too similar to be discounted, from all over the world. It 
is not sufficient, as yet, to maintain any sort of hypothesis about phrophetic 
experience, because we know too little to give a final judgonent; but we do know 
too much to ignore the challenge of precognitive E.S.P. 

The recognition of the natural laws behind E.S.P. and the knowledge of just 
how to bring these higher powers of the mind under conscious control, will be 
man* s next great upward step in progress. Perhaps this true knowledge of the 
mind will eventually bring about the dream of the universal brotherhood of man. 

You* no doubt wondering what all this has to do with U.P.O.' s. 

There have been numerous occasions when contacts have allegedly obatined inform*- 
ation by telepathic means. It has also been suggested that sittings have been 
projections of mind pictures; or the observer has seen semething when his mind 
has been controlled by external forces.

There can be no doubt that sane alleged sightings have been due to self hypnosis 
or v/idi fulfilment due to the Subject* s strong desire to see a U.P.O. 

Opinion in U.P.O. circles throughout the world is becoming convinced that much 
of the jhenonerm is analogous to E.S.P. 

Aims Michel advised that in U.P.O. research you think of everything, and believe 
nothing. 

Investigators have almost without exception rejected the claims of E.S.P. and 
its indications in U.P.O. phenanena, and it is literally only within the past 
few months that seme overseas researchers have begun to change their opinions. 

Just what has been uncovered in the past 20 years in the way of hard cold ffectg? 
Precious little*. 

Isn’t it time to look at all reports with a completely open mind, and investigate 
the evidence whether we agree or not with the feasibility of such. Nor does it 
matter if it is at odds with present orthodox scientific theories. In the past 
most scientific breakthroughs have been accomplished against current scientific 
theories and not through them. 

So who can tell, perhaps from one of ihese apparently way out postulates nay 
ccme the answer which we have all been seeking.

Maybe the Apollo 13 
mission was intended to let-off other explosives charges,or, if not than per¬ 
haps a lexer mission was planned to do this. 

The Soon is necessary to Earth's stability ; it is needed to provide balance 
for the daily rotation , just as it contibutos its " mass factor" to the over 
all bfll nice within the Solar system .. and particularly to the attraction-re 
puls.xon forces which maintain the Ear h- Moon orbit around the Sun .

Since Dr. Pontes had the best insight in Ufology by his good standing with 
high government levels who were UFO minded , and Itr Pontes was also a most cap 
able professional intern medicie and University teaching here in Rio, one is 
permitted to ask if Dr. Fcntes had the thought the modem PSYCHOANALYSIS as a 
good tool to overcome " emotional obstacles ", which , when untreated, may lead 
to ” political considerations", which have formed the basis of our present 
UFO.-silencing policy.

As was to be expected, the publication, against all odde. of Bruce 
Cathie’s book "Harmonic 33" rocked the Scientific Establisfrnent to its founda¬ 
tions and a few of the more courageous members of this profession' dared to 
openly criticize it - only to be suitably scalped by the author, who had done 
his homework very thorou^ily and was able to talk back at than in their own 
language of mathgraticsL We are indebted to the New Zealand Airlines Pilots’ 
association for permission to publidi Hie following account of one such en¬ 
counter, as it appears in the Oct. 1969 issue of their jourral "ALPA". 

"I tis not often that an active airline pilot writes a book and a success¬ 
ful one at that. The honour ffeCLls here to Captain B.L. Cathie with his 
’^Harmonic 33" vhich to date is about to enter into its 2+th edition. Although 
this controversial publication has already been widely read by N.Z. pilots, 
because there seemed to be a nice intangitity to both nen-matter and U.F.O.’ s, 
the Editor presented a copy to his twin brother. Dr. David King, both for 
his interest ard in the hope of gaining a reasonably authoritative review. 

This, he vs s persuaded to do within the limits of his field, far besides his 
position on the faculty of the University of Tennessee as Professor of 
physics, he is Director of Union Carbide’s Research Laboratory at Oak Ridge 
where, during World War 11, the first practical atonic reactor was built and 
today it is a national monument. Dr. King expressed himself verbally as lost 
in admiration far Capt. Cathie’s enthusiaan in attempting a treatise on such a 
subject as an amateur, but nevertheless gave the following critic!an. 

’In nEking a contribution to the literature of U.F.O,’ s, Capt. Cathie is 
aware (p. 205) of the dose ecrutiry to which the Condon group has subjected 
all pjblished U.F.O. reports. Since the findings of the Condon group lead to 
sceptic!an regarding visitors from outer space, it behoves a writer in this 
subject area to be extremely careful. Regretfully, Capt. Cathie has not 
exercised this care. He blithely dismisses the nation of meteoric impact 
origin for terrestrial ers-ters similar to that near Winslow, Arizona (p. 37, 39) 
thereby denying a large body of conclusive analysis. The further suggestion 
(p. 13) that Lake Pontchartrain, La. has arisen frem sane kind of explosion is 
untenable. The author is on safer ground in discussion the possible nuclear 
nature of energy release in the 1908 Tunguska explosion (p. 1+1), since the 
annihilation of a 1-1b. antimatter meteorite (p. 201) in the atmosphere would 
be equivalent to a 3-megBton TNT detonation. On this basis, it is unnecessary 
to invoke a visiting Saucer or attribute ary special significance to the 
locations in diagram 2 (p. 98). Another body of misleading material is 
contained in Ch. 8 where it is averred that the triggering of nuclear re¬ 
actions is dependent on geometric position and solar altitude. This is so 
contrary to common experience of criticality in fissile material as to re- 
ouire no comment. 

’It is appropriate here to remark on bodes in which the thane is 
developed through maihenatical reasoning. With such a powerful mode of 
expression, it is a clear responsibility of the publidiers and their referees 
to ensure that the derivations are relevant and correct. Presumably their 
editor would expunge misspellings and split infinitives, by the same token he 
diould remove - log 2948 = i+,695 (p. 95) - ant if the author protests, the

publisher Siculd thereupon refuse to publish. With a text containing sane 
hundreds of such mis-statements and other rmthonatical non-sequiturs, the 
publisher has plainly been derelict in his function." 

Such a dismissal of the author 1 s work sounded a little gruff frctn an 
ordinarily kind man.. This prompted the Editor to ask Capt. Cathie if he had 
ary cement as to its publication. He had. 

,f 7Ar reply to this is that I am not angry, worried or afraid of arch a 
report- and do not object to its publication as I am absolutely sure of the 
basic tacts and postulations presented in iry book. If I was worried by ad¬ 
verse reactions, I would not have written it. With due respect to Dr. King 
and his academic ouaLifications, his reaction is as I would expect fran a 
set enlist at Oak Ridge because the same reaction has been received frcm the 
scientific corrmmi+y of New Zealand.

ANTI-GRAVITY WORK TIED UP WITH U.F.O. 

TAURANGA TIMES N.Z. MOUNT MANGANUI. 

Secret scientific work was going on im New Zealand in connection with thw anti¬ 
gravity system — established by the U.F.O. - in an effort to harness unlimited 
power which could revolutionise the world. 

This claim was made at Mt. Manganui yesterday afternoon by NAC pilot , Capt. 

B.L. Cathie , of Auckland , who is regarded as NZs leading authority on UFO. 

Four years ago Capt Cathie published a book on UFOs in which he theorised on the 
way the objects travelled . In the book he plotted mian areas of UFO sightings 
on a world map . When the areas were linked up they formed a rid system of 
intrigueing mathematical planning . 

This grid, Capt. Cathie believes , is in fact an anti-gravity system with inex- 
huastible powers, which UFOs harness. He thinks it is likely that the grid 
comprising of hundreds of stations set up at stategic points which radiate anti- 
gravitational harmonics or waves- is an ancient UFO power net work . 

The Capt. told a Bay of Plenty Times reporter that when he first wrote the book 
he was really buildi ng his theory of UFOs around the reliable information that 
was avaialble of sightings . 

" I put my theories into the book believing I could be 50 per flent right, but 
Bince then I've found.that scientists are in on it. This has really convinced me." 

Capt . Cathie said that he knew for a fact that there were two scintific groups 
involved . However, he would not elaborate further, saying he was on very touchy 
ground. 

Later he did shed some light though when he said the experiments into the grid 
sytem were not N.Z. backed ,"but were coming from an outside source another country" 

" Every country that has exploded an atomic bomb has access to the anti-gravita¬ 
tional secrets," he said. 

He beleieved it likely that some of the world's scientists knew in theorythe se¬ 
cret of anti-gravity and free power, but because technology was not yet up to 
scratch experimentation was necessary . 

Eamestand very serious , the captain said that a year after the publishing of 
his bookhe got a shock when he discovered that there was man-made equipment built 
into the nathenmatical gridsystem he had discovered. 

At many of the intersecting points of the N.Z. grid.he had foundstationa all of 
similay design . From that I assumed that 100 p.c. the system actually exists", 
he said, and the mere fact that this man-made gearhas been built up over a numbert

Such 
ridicrrlous things as accusing seasoned air-line pilots of confusion Venus with 
a highly manouvorable U.F.O. or perhaps Radar crews, mistakenly identifying 
the blip that moves across their screen at approximately 9,000 miles an hour, 
with a conventional flight of wild geesel 

I personally am of the opinion that the personnel who worked in the 
office of P.B.B. were not allowed to freely express their own sentiments on 
the subject, and at all times were bound by U.S. Government classification re¬ 
gulations. 

Mind you, these are rry own opinions, right or wrong, quite conceivably 
they mi git also agree with many of iry readers ideas. 

It now ramins to be seen as to whether the U.S. Government Is sincere 
in its statonent that U.F.O.' s do not exist,, or, inituates further public 
investigation of the phencma at a later date.

The Craft ( Fig. 1. ) has six sections, all of which can change the polarity 
very quickly . eg.- ( section 2.)

(l) The Planet Earth . Northern hemishpere. 


(2) Earth's gravittaticnal field 

(3) North pole. 

( 4&5) The ship leaves the northern hemishpere by making it's body north 
so as the magnetic pole throws it off.

Half of the ship faces North or south poles of the moon. 

If the ship wishes to go north the poles correspond, or vise versa. 

This drags it forward , or it can apply to any planet or star depending 
on the rate of speed . flight path or magnetic attraction of same. 


(6) The forward flight path of the craft towards the moon. 

(71 A complete change in flight direction . The two ends of the craft 
as well as the top become north , and the bottom south .

Mr. Richard Cocks of ELisrbcth South has a very strange arrl interesting 
story to tell of a sitting imde by him and his wife, in the early hours of 
the morning, on the second Sunday of March, 1965* 

This happened several years ago as you can see, but his story seams so 
well authenticated and Mr. Cocks so sincere in his statopent that I pass it 
on for your interest* 


It was 1 a.m. on a fine, warm starry night, when Mr. Cocks wemt out to 
his kitchen to get a drink. He happened to look out of his kitchen windows 
when to his surprise he svw a strange craft approaching his house at an 
approxiriEte altitude of 100 feet, and about 10 m.p*h* It appeared to follow 
the course of the Grand Junction Road until it reached a railway crossing. 

There it hovered at about 90 feet altitude. 

It appeared to be 35-^0 feet in diameter, discord in shape with portholes 
on the"under-belly" which emitted a pale blue light* A red and a green 
navigation light was visible to either side of the craft, and a strong blue- 
white spot light with very clear cut edges whs pi aying directly beneath -the 
craft onto the rail crossing'. 

Mr. Cocks awoke his wife and they both left their house and approached 
the craft, albeit scmevhat frigitenedly. The saucer, (a sketch of which 
appears with this article) whs a dull metallic grey with clearly defined 
edges, delineated perfectly in the reflected glow of its spot-light. As it 
hovered it anitted a low humning noise sanething like a spinning top, although 
Mr. Cocks assures us that there did not appear to be ary moving prarts on the 
outside of the draft. 

With Mrs. Cocks indulging in a slight fit of hysterics, Mr. Codes 
walked towards the craft raising his aims in salute and calling out a Welcome 
to earth'. 

Unfortunately the crafts occupants did not apparently share Mb. Cocks 
sentiments, for the spot light went out in a fladi and the craft diot up into 
the air at a fantastic speed, causing not one speck of disturbance on the 
ground'.

The winl at that time vjbs from the East, so Mr. Cocks assures us that he 
feels it could not be a weather balloon, and as it was much larger than a 
satellite it wculd seem to disprove that theory also* 


A peculiar coincidence in this latest sighting is that it occurred at 
approximately the same time of the month of March as the previous occurence 
5 years before. • I wander if they are related?
